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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE — 1953-54 


This year we had but one change in our teaching staff. Mrs. 
Vera Wentworth accepted the position teaching the first grade. 

The committee asked for bids on three bus routes in the lower 
end of town. As there were only two complete bids sent in, 
Robert Buzzell of Benton was hired as the lowest bidder. The 
understanding was that he should purchase three new busses 
which he has done. Also he has hired three very capable and 
efficient drivers from town. 

Because of limited funds, few repairs have been made this 
year. The two west rooms were painted and some of the desks 
were refinished. 

As there are nearly fifty new pupils entering school next fall, 
additional rooms are necessary. Much credit is due to the Fact 
Finding Committee for all the effort they have made in trying to 
get the lowest estimate of construction.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of China, I herewith submit 
my thirtieth annual report: 


There are ten more pupils in the elementary school than at this 
time last year, a total of 231, of which 46 are in room one, 49 in 
room two, 40 in room three, 50 in room four, and 45 in room five. 
Since thirty pupils to a room should be the maximum number, it 
is evident that more rooms are needed at once. Further recom- 
mendation on this subject will be found in the report of the Survey 
Committee. 


Of the five elementary teachers, Mrs. Vera Wentworth in 
grade one is the only one who has not taught here previously. 
She is a normal school graduate with twenty-five years teaching 
experience. 

High school tuition bills indicate that there have been fifty- 
three pupils from this town at Erskine this year; also four at 
Coburn and one at Cony. The present arrangement of allowing 
pupils to select their high-school appears to be satisfactory, 
although possibly somewhat more expensive. 


Three new school buses were put on the conveyance routes 
this year, so that all routes now have good equipment. Severe 
weather has caused the loss of some trips, but when it is found 
necessary to close the school the time will be made up. 


To obtain and hold good teachers should be the objective of 
all who are interested in the schools. This can only be done by 
making the positions attractive in every way, but particularly 
financially. Teachers must think of their own welfare to a cer- 
tain extent and will naturally go where they can get the best 
salaries. The supply of teachers, so I have been told on good 
authority, is not as great as last year, and last year it was very 
limited. I hope that every inducement will be offered to retain 
as many of the present staff as possible. 

The school financial report shows that it has cost approximately 
$7000 more this year than last to maintain the schools. This 
nationwide trend of increased cost of schools has not reached its

peak, so we, as citizens and taxpayers, must reconcile ourselves 
to paying for the better schools we are now demanding.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 


Group activities high-lighted the 1953 Public Health Program. 
Most of the 12 nursing days for China were spent in the following 
activities, with home visiting to those families referred with 
special problems. : 


There were 3 Child Health Conferences held with an average 
attendance of 31 infants and preschool children; 51 physical 
examinations were given; 18 children were vaccinated against 
smallpox and 28 protected against diphtheria, whooping cough 
and tetanus. | 


In the school, audiometer testing for hearing loss was done 
from the fourth grade through the eighth grade. Out of the 133 
children tested, 34 showed hearing loss of varying degrees. In 
order to correct these conditions, parents are urged to seek med- 
ical advice so that possible deafness in later life may be avoided. 
Plans are in progress to advise and assist in cases where medical 
follow-up is not available. 


The local health group sponsored tuberculin patch testing of 
all pupils with parental consent; 211 children were tested, with 
one child only showing a positive reaction. Both the child and 
its parents had chest x-rays with no finding of tuberculosis noted. 


For 1954 your Public Health Nurse will plan with the local 
health group as to the health needs of your community and build 
the program around those needs. One suggested program for 
your consideration is the school physical examinations which 
are proving so valuable in other towns. As you know, it is 
necessary to budget for this in your town’s appropriations. 


In closing I wish to thank you for your cooperation this past 
year.

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ANNUAL REPORT 35 
REPORT OF THE PLANNING COMMITTEE 


After due consideration it is the unanimous opinion of the 
Planning Committee that the town needs to add four classrooms 
to the present school building. This conclusion was reached 
after talking with Superintendent of Schools, Mr. Carl B. Lord, 
the School Committee and the State Board of Education. 


Due to the prevailing overcrowded conditions our school 
children are not getting a proper education. They are deprived 
of the individual attention considered necessary by today’s 
teaching standards. , 


The Committee suggests that the town raise $40,000.00 for 
an addition to the present school building that will measure 75 
feet by 60 feet. This addition could contain four classrooms 
measuring 32 feet by. 24 feet as well as a combined teachers’ 
and clinic room that will measure 10 feet by 24 feet and a storage 
room of the same size. 


The Committee has obtained estimates for this addition that 
run from $33,000.00 and $36,000.00. These estimates include a 
heating plant sufficient to take care of the whole building, a 
cement base covered with asphalt tile floor insulation, five 18 
inch sinks, (one for each classroom and one for the teachers’ 
and clinic room), and one lavatory and flush. 


By paying for this addition over a ten year period it is believed 
that no increase in the tax rate will be necessary.
